For som e tim e she has been 
short of spinners, and this com ing to 
the ears of Mrs. Fitzgerald, head work­ 
er at Richmond H ill, suggested the re­ 
vival of spinning among im m igrant wo­ 
men. 
About twenty pounds of flax 
have been sent down from Vermont, 
and steady work promised for at least 
a dozen women if they prove expert. 


Nearly ail Neapolitan and Sicilian 
women are good spinners, and the bet­ 
ter class im m igrants bring with them 
hand-woven bed and table linen such 
an American housewives m ight well en­ 
vy. 
They often bring their distaffs 
and spindles with them , but do not use 
them here. The reason is that one which 
Induces im m igrants to drop all native 
ideas and custom s as soon as possible 
and become Americanized. 


The Italian is especially sensitive, 
the younger members of the fam ily 
more so than the older. They have an 
Intense dislike for the steet appella­ 
tion “Ghinny,” w hich is not greatly to 
be wondered at, and they are am bitious 
to cease to be “G hlnnles” at the ear­ 
liest possible moment. 
The older Ital­ 
ians are sim ple folk, easily led, and they 
are often quite meek in the presence 
of their own children, who learn the 
language and American ways long be­ 
fore they do. Ther are numerous cases 
where a twelve-year-old boy or girl is 
the despotic head of a fam ily of adults.

To find out whether he 
could keep his weight on such diet he 
was subjected to a course of training 
in the Yale gymnasium which would 
have tried the endurance of the tough­ 
est blacksm ith or shipwright. 


The Yale boys may laugh at these 
experiments, but at least poor students 
who are obliged to struggle through 
college on light and what some call 
insufficient diet will find nothing to 
laugh at. 
Economy in food is just as 
much a virtue as anything else is not 
carried too far.—(W ichita Eagle.

RICHES FOR KINDNESS 


COAL 
OPERATORS SAY 
THEY WILL CONTINUE t o RUN 


Good Fortune for a New Y ork W om an 
Who Befriended an Aged H ollander 
—Received L arge Sum. 


N e w York,

7.—W hen 
Maxim ilian 
Hershel was told by the surgeons at St. 
L u ke’s hospital on July 26 that he had 
only a few hours to live he ca.ied to hie 
bedside the one w om nn who had befriend­ 
ed him in his declining y ea rs and deliv­ 
ered to her a key. 
That w om an w a s Mrs. 
William Ueorge, who at that tim e w as 
living in a modest little cottage on Ford- 
ham heights with her husband and four 


John W. H arner last night stepped 
off one street car only to be struck 
by another moving in the opposite 
direction. 
He was killed instantly. 


The accident happened on the east 
approach of the Huerfano street via­ 
duct shortly after 9 o'clock. Harner got 
off an east-bound 
car 
and started 
across the track, when he was knocked 
down by a west-bound car. 


In the fall his head struck first, his 
neck 
being broken just above the 
shoulders. The blow caused a hemor­ 
rhage of the lungs and he bled pro­ 
fusely from the nose and ears.

was dead almost before he was picked 
up.

Miss Reba Harner, the dead m an’s! 
17-year-old daughter, was on her wayj 
to a dance on the East Side when shej 
heard of the accident.

across directly in front of him. “I was 
paralyzed,” he said. 
"I knew nothing 
could prevent the man's death although

HOW CAN BATTING 


BE IM PRO VED P 


Now th a t the baseball season is ended 
both the m agnates and the fans can put 
in a few weeks trying to figure out the 
burning proposition of the time, how to 
increase the batting without 
increasing 
the time of play. The ioul-strike rule was 
good enough in the way of a time-saveV, 
and lopped probably 20 minutes off the 
average game, but it killed off the b at­ 
ting to such an extent that the mlghty 
slugger became just an average hitter, 
and the average hitter became an easy 
mark. 
The number of runs per game 
has decreased even more than the b au .n g 
averages, as the pitchers, wlih the big 
handicap In their favor, have been issuing 
few bases on balls and the poor batsm an 
h as therefore been doubly up against it - 
no chance to hit and no chance t■ > walk. 


Suggestions tending to a solution of th “ 
problem are in order. 
Pu ttin g the pitcher 
a bit farther back would produce more 
batting, 
but 
would 
make 
the 
m ag ­ 
nates 
howl 
murder 
over 
the 
expense 
of ex tra Nlabmen. 
M aking the call three 
balls instead of four would 
make the 
pitcher put them full across the pan, 
would consequently cause better hitting, 
and would not, as the opponents of such 
a scheme assert, cause too m any bases 
on balls. 
The average pitcher wastes a 
couple of balls now in attem pts to beguile 
the batter into hitting a t wide ones, and 
a three-ball rule would be none too much 
of an imposition in view of the big bulge 
the foul-strike rule now gives the twirler. 
Another idea now finding some little fa­ 
vor is to make the ball a lively one, as 
was the rule in the Brotherhood year. All 
things 
considered, 
the 
three-ball 
rule 
seems the most sensible and most prac­ 
ticable, and should a t least be given fair 
discussion and thorough studs.

late brought to her senses by the dec- 
laration of the independence of Pana- 
ma, now purposed to ratify the defunct 
Hay-Herran treaty by presidential proc- 
lamation, if the United States will re- 
store the "status QUO ante" in Pana- 
ma. 


This proposition the United States is 


unable to consider for two reasons; 
first, that the Hay-Herran treaty has 
already expired and second that offi- 
cial recognition has been given to thu 
republic of Panama, and Colombia has 
nothing more to do with affairs on 
the isthmus. 


The administration position relative 


to affairs in Panama meets generally 
hearty indorsement, the exception be- 
ing among the Democratic congressmen 
anxious for an "issue." 


Senator Teller of Colorado is one of

MORGAN TO GET IN LINE 


Washington, 
Nov. 9.—Philiippe Bu- 


neau Varilla, the envoy of the new re- 
public of Panama today sent the fol- 
lowing letter to Senator Morgan of Ala- 
bama: 
"Republic of Panama, Nov. 9, 1903. 
"John T. Morgan, United States Sena- 
tor, Washington. 
Mr. Senator:—As a champion of the 


completion of a canal across the Amer- 
ican Isthmus as the minister plenipoten- 
tiary of the new republic, the life of 
which has sprung from an expression 
of the ardent desire of turning Into a 
reality the dream of two countries, I 
feel myself bound to express to you my 
, admiration for the display of indomit- 
able will you have shown in the service 
of this noble conception. 


"The fact that we have fought, both 
with the energies of our souls, for a 
common ideal, is not lessened by the 
minor fact of defending different solu- 
tions. 


"If I have not been on the same side 
as you, allow me, Mr. Morgan, to say 
that it is simply because I entered into 
the field of active life about one-third 
of a century after you. The solution 
which was the better one 50 years ago, 
when there was scarcely any shin-draw- 
ing more than 17 feet of water, has 
gradually seen its superiority vanish 
and transform itself into a deep Inferi- 
ority according to the constant increase 
of the draft and the length of ships. 
These gradual and scarcely noticeable 
changes in the necessities of the water- 


ways are accountable for the differ- 
ences of opinion between you, the cham- 
pion of the middle of the 18th century 
and the champions of the solution of 
the beginning of the 20th. 
"Now, Mr. Senator, I come to you 


and most respectfully entreat you to 
take the high place which is due to the 
honored veteran of the noblest fight 
that ever took place for the welfare of 
mankind. 


"I beg you not to throw away the ti- 
tle which the thankfulness of humanity 
owes you, that of the father of the 
isthmian canal. I beg you to take the 
laurels of a victory which is yours by 
accepting with a generous and Christian 
mind what necessities of ocean travel 
has made Inevitable. 


"You 
will well crown a noble life In- 
spired by the greatest, the most patri- 
otic, the most disinterested aim. 


"I am, Mr. Senator, most respectfully 
yours, 
"P. Buneau Varilla." 
Senator Morgan today admitted that 
he had received a letter from Mr. Var- 
illa and in reference to the communica- 
tion, said: 


"I have not read the letter in public 
and the fact that it was written came 
from another source. The letter was 
signed by Mr. Varilla, who professes to 
be the minister plenipotentiary of the 
republic:. The writer made me a flat- 
tering proposal to get in line by sup- 
porting the new republic, but when I 
take advice it will come from another 
source a^d not from a Frenchman."

NEW YOR-K CITY 


New York, Nov. 8.—-An interesting 


experiment is being tried in the Rich- 
mond Hill settlement, No. 28 MacDou- 
gal street, whic 
if successful will give 


employment to a number of Italian and 
Irish women o£ that neighborhood. This 
the old art of spinning flax. 
is.no less than an attempt to revive 


Somewhere in Vermont an enterpris- 


ing woman makes a comfortable living 
by spinning fine linen, the whole pro- 
cess, from raising the flax to bleaching 
the cloth being done in her own neigh- 
borhood. For BO me time she has been 
short of spinners, and this coming to 
the ears of Mrs. Fitzgerald, head work- 
er at Richmond Hill, suggested the re- 
vival of spinning among immigrant wo- 
men. 
About twenty pounds of flax 


have been sent down from Vermont, 
and steady work promised for at least 
a dozen women If they prove expert. 


Nearly all Neapolitan and Sicilian 


women are good spinners, and the bet- 
ter class Immigrants bring with them 
hand-woven bed and table linen such 
as American housewives might well en- 
vy. 
They often bring their distaffs 


and spindles with them, but do not use 
them here. The reason IB that one which 
Induces immigrants to drop all native 
ideas and customs as soon as passible 
and become Americanized. 


The Italian Is especially sensitive, 


tho younger members ot the family 
more BO than the older. They have an 
Intense dislike for the eteet appella- 
tion "Ghlnny," which is not greatly to 
be wondered at, and they are ambitious 
to cease to be "Ghinnles" at the ear- 
liest possible moment.

STEPPED OFF CAR 


AND MET DEATH 


, - John W; Harner last night stepped 
. off one street car only to he struck 


by another moving In the opposite 
direction. He was killed instantly. 


The accident happened on the east 


approach of the Huerfauo street via- 
duct shortly after 9 o'clock. Harner got 
off an east-bound 
car 
and started 


across the track, when he was knocked 
down by a west-bound car. 


In the fall his head struck first, his 


neck being broken just above the 
shoulders. The blow caused a hemor- 
"rhage of the lungs and he bled pro- 
fusely from the nose and ears. 
He 


was dead almost before he was picked 
up. 


Miss Reba Harner, the dead man's 


'17-year-old daughter, was on her way 
to a dance on the East Side when she 
heard of the accident. She went to 
the coroner's office, but the body of her 
father had not arrived and Police Cap- 
'tsln Fair persuaded her to leave, prom- 
•islng to Inform her if it was really her 
father who had been killed. 


Mrs. Harner Prostrated). 


When the remains were brought to 


the coroner's office they were at once 
Identified by someone who had known 
him, and word was sent to the family. 
'Mrs. Harner, who. hss'.recently become 
(i mother, was prostrated, by the news, 
.and a physician was mnnmoned to at-' 
tend her.

Harner was a plasterer and a member 


' "of the Plasterers union. He was work- 
ing at the Pike's Peak club addition and 
••(struck when the men were called off 
..isome time ago. He went to work after 


- :Abat, however, on the new high school 
; at •Fountain. 


He bad been at Colorado City yes- 


terday, and was returning to his home 
'at 530 West Vermijo street when the 
. accident occurred. 
. 
When he got on the car he asked to 


be put off at the Santa Fe depot but 
insisted on getting off on the viaduct. 
The conductor told him he was not at 
the Santa *'e depot but he still insisted 


, on getting off." 


Those who witnessed the accident 


gay that after getting off the car he 
walked east on the viaduct and delib- 
erately in front of the west-bound car, 
the headlight of which struck htm full 


in the chest 


After Harner's remains had been 


picked up and the ambulance sum- 
moned, the motorman of the car held 
it until he could get another headlight 
from the car sheds. This delayed the 
cars for over half an hour, and before 
the car started on again there were 
four or five drawn up behind it. 


The car which struck Harner was 


ill charge of Motorman George Duclo' 
and Conductor Samuel Lewis. 
Duclo 


says the first he saw of Harner was 
when he came down the walk on the 
south side of the viaduct and started 
across directly in front of him. "I was 
paralyzed," he said. "I knew nothing 
could prevent the man's death although 
I shut off the current and applied the 
air brakes. I struck the bell when he 
started across and 
again when he 


reached the south track, but he never 
seemed to pay any attention to it." 


The company officials said last night 


that they would make a complete in- 
vestigation of the accident, but they 
declared that they placed no blame 
on the men in charge of the car. 


"Both the motorman and conductor 


will probably be suspended for a day 
or so, during the investigation1;" said 
an official, "but I do not think they 
will be suspended for longer than that. 
Everything seems to show that the ac- 
cident was unavoidable so far as the 
motorman was concerned, and I do not 
believe the company will seek to hold 
the men responsible." 


Car Ken Not Blamed. 


Fred. Semple, a blacksmith, who wit- 


nessed the accident, corroborated the 
statement of the motorman. He said 
he was walking across- the viaduct 
when he saw Harner walk across in 
front of the car. He said the body 
was thrown 10 or 15 feet in the air 
before it struck the ground. Harner 
never 
moved 
after 
he struck the 


ground, and the blood that came from 
his nose and ears made him almost 
unrecognizable in a moment. 


The Plasterers union was notified of 


the death, and it will have charge of 
the funeral 
arrangements. Coroner 


Law will hold an inquest over the re- 
mains tomorrow and determine the 
real circumstances of the accident. 


DIED WHILE 


AT DINNER 


While sitting at the table in the 


.dining room of the. Alta Vista hotel 
last evening, E. P. Broughton fell from 
his chair and was picked up dead. 


The shock to his wife, who was sit- 


ting beside him, was terrible, but she 
heroically bore up, s.nd was able to 
\valk to her room with the men who 
carried the body of her husband. Then 
she' broke down, and her grief was 
pathetic to behold. 


Mr.. Broughton was a railroad man 


of prominence. He came here in a 
special car from Chicago, his home, 
and expected to spend the remainder 
of the winter in Colorado Springs. 


Died Without Warning. 


Husband and wife went into the 


dining room at 6 o'clock. Mr. Brough- 
ton seemed in good spirits, and both 
were chatting pleasantly. While wait- 
ing for their dinner to be served, with- 
out warning, the man fell from his 
chair and expired within a few sec- 
onds. 
Chief Clerk Doty, who rushed 


to his assistance, summoned Dr. An- 
derson, who lives next door, but the 
man was beyond medical relief. 


The remains were 
turned over to 


Fairley Bros., and will be taken east 
tonight over the Rock Island.

coroner pronounced death due to heart 
failure, and no inquest will be held.

OUTSIDE POINTS WANT COAL 


Colorado Springs Not a Factor In General Strike, 


but Effect May Be Felt Here. 


The local situation was altered but 


little yesterday by the inauguration of 
the general strike among the coal min- 
ers ot the state under the orders of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 


Duncan McDonald, national organizer 
arrived in the city yesterday and last 
evening went to the coal fields north 
of town to acquaint himself with the 
situation. A meeting of the miners of 
this section was held last night In Un- 
ion Miners hall at Fapetown and an ad- 
dress was delivered by Mr. McDonald. 
The causes leading up to the general 
strike in Colorado were explained by 
the speaker but the meeting was In- 
formal In Its character, being merely 
the weekly gathering of the miners. 
There was no demonstration and no 
action relative to the strike In the local 
fields was taken. 
Not a Factor. 


Mr. McDonald was seen at 123 South 
'ascade avenue later In the evening, 
and when asked as to the situation 
said: 


"Colorado Springs is not a factor in 
the present strike over tho state in the 
matter of shipping coal and in fact the 
conditions here are different from the 
southern and northern fields. 
The men were very well pleased with 
the situation locally and over the state 
as well, and we look for a victory." 


"I was In Trinidad 
Saturday and 
Sunday and 1 told the men the same 
thing there as I told the miners north 
of town tonight. I advise the men to 
keep cool and oboy and respect the 
aws as they can accomplish nothing 
by breaking the laws." 


Mr. McDonald announced that th»r» 
were six other nrtlonal organizers In 
the state together with one member of 
tha national executive board. It is im- 
probable that Mr. Mitchell will coma 
to Colorado at 
this time. "Mother 
Jones," who is in Trinidad will visit 
Colorado Springs Wednesday, and will 
go to the mines north of the city and In 
all probability address the men. 
The situation from the mine owners 
side was unchanged from what it has 
been for several weeks past. 


Operate, s' Standpoint. 


J. R. McKlnnie said HiHt evening; 
"The strike here had no effect yes- 
terday. We are running the mines as 
usual and are producing TOO tons a 
day. 


The domestic demand for coal It be- 


ing supplied In full and conditions of 
the coal market at the present time is 
good. Conditions here, however, are 
better thun anywhere over the state." 


Mr. McKlnnie stated that the price of 
coal was the same us it had been for 
some time and BO far as anything could 
be seen, there was no evidence of a gen- 
eral strike In this locality. However, 
Colorado Springs heard from the rest 
of the state yesterday for Mr. McKin- 
nie stated that telegrams and telephone 
calls for coal poured in all day. 
There Is probably 25.000 tons of coal 


in the city according to the statement 
of a coal man, which will not be more 
than enough for a month and a half 
for domestic supply. 


If Colorado Springs ships to outside 


points this supply will not last many 
wdeks as there is a shortage over tho 
state.

The strike was ordered by the nation- 


al executive officers of th'e United Mine 
Workers of America, after the coal 
companies refused to confer with union 
representatives concerning the demands 
of the men. 
Of the idle men, 6,000 
are in th» southern coal fields, 2,000 
n the northern coal fields and 1,800 in 
Premont county. One hundred mines 
lave been closed down. A few indepen- 
dent .properties in the northern coal 
'ields and elsewhere will not stop 
work since the operators have agreed to 
concede 
the 
eight-hour 
day 
and 
also Increase wages. 
Less than 1,000 
miners will remain at work according 
:o reports from the affected districts. 
The announcement comes that 600 have 
sone out In Colfax, N. M. The others 
n that territory are now negotiating 
with the mine owners. 
The Colorado Fuel & Iron, Victor 


Fuel and Northern Coal & Coke com- 
panies are the largest producers. Prac- 
ically all of their properties have been 
:led up by the action of the miners. 
However they are making efforts to 
continue operations under the protec- 
ion of a strong guard. It is estimated 
that there are about 140 coaj mines in 
he stute with an output of some 8,000,- 
000 tons a year and about 1,000,000 tons 
of coke. 
Sending Miners Elsewhere. 


It will be the policy of the United 


Mine Workers to depopulate the vari- 
ous con] districts by sending the idle 
men and their families to Illinois, In- 
dian 
Territory, Missouri and other 
states where work has been secured 
for them. 
Some 5,000 fares to these 
states had already been arranged for 
)y the United Mine Workers and today 
hundreds of the strikers are on their 
way to new fields. 


D. C. Evans, member of the executive 
joard of the national organization of 
Indiana, is now at Trinidad to "handle 
the financial end of the strike. Other 
nernbers of the executive board are 
n the state and will have charge of 
he campaign during the struggle, one 
being stationed in each of the centers 
of the strike zones. 


The storm centers will'-be about Trln- 


ded in the southern fields where the 
number of miners aggregates 8,000. 
In the towns of Hastings and Delag- 
na where the Victor Ooal company em- 
ploys 2,500 men. It is reported that 1,000 
were working today. Both places are 
strongly guarded and strangers are not 
allowed to enter them. 


Will Continue to Operate. 


, General Manager James F. Welborn 
of the Colorado Fuel & Iron company, 
announced that the company would 
continue to operate Its mines and the 
public need huve no fear of a coal 
famine. 


At tftc office of the Victor Fuel com- 


prfny it was announced that all its 
mines wece In operation and would 


continue to be operated.

companies operating in the northern 
fields admitted thut their mines were 
closed. Not over 150 men are working 
In the northern fields. 


Despite the claims of the coal com- 
panies householders in Denver and 
other cities who have not laid In a win- 
ter's supply of coal, found it Impossi- 
ble today to secure a ton of coal for 
Immediate delivery. The supply of lig- 
nite con! is already exhausted and 
companies having other kinds of coal 
booked orders for not more than one 
ton subject to two weeks' delay in de- 
livery. Railroads Well Supplied. 


The railroad companies claim to have 
enough coal stored to meet all their 
requirements for some time. 


The Colorado & Southern railroad Is 
reported to have confiscated nearly

The manufacture of rubber from the 
root of a mountain weed Is an industry 
that Frank G. Peck and other Colorado 
Springs men have become interested in. 
The company is capitalized for $50,000, 
with headquarters in Denver and will 
be known as the Western Ilubber com- 
pany. The plant from which the rub- 
ber is made is very plentiful in Colo- 
rado. Experiments have been made at 
Colorado college by a well-known rub- 
ber expert and it has been demonstrat- 
de that this plant contains high grade 
rubber In its roots.' 


These exercises, conducted by one 


of the professors, consists of taking 
just as little food each day as will sus- 
tain the body comfortably without re- 
course to the heavy fare of the ordi- 
nary man, while careful watch of the 
results is kept by the Instructor, Prof.

To find out whether he 
could keep his weight on such diet he 
was subjected to a course ot training 
In the Yale gymnasium which would 
have tried the endurance of the tough- 
est blacksmith or shipwright. 


The Yale boys may laugh at these 


experiments, but at least poor students 
who are obliged to struggle through 
college on light and what some call 
insufficient diet will find nothing to 
laugh at. Economy in food is jUst as 
much a virtue as anything else IB not 
carried too far.—(Wichita Eagle.

While the decision of Governor Pea- 


body and of the state board of pardon^ 
Is not 
final, the capital punishmept 


law of the state is practically a nullity, 
and the formal decision of the supreme 
court only Is necessary now to take It 
off the statute books. 
Klng-'s attorney, C. W. Dolpb, arid 
Judge R. L. Hubbard raised the point 
of the law's constitutionality and It was 
on this point that the reprieve wa« 
granted and the death 
sentence set 
aside. The attorneys claimed that the 
record of the senate and house jour- 
nals show that the law was not passed 
according to the provisions of the con- 
stitution and that for that reason la In- 
operative. 
In speaking of the matter yesterday, 
Mr. Dolph said, "The official records 
show conclusively that the law was not 
properly passed, and it would have been 
a crime on the part' of the governor and 
members of the board of pardons to al- 
low the execution to take place. 
"Article 5, section 22 of the state con- 
stitution provides that each bill shall 
be read once by title in each branch 
of the assembly, and that It shall be 
read twice at length, before a final 
vot« la taken upon it. It Is further 
provided that If any .substantial amend- 
ments are made by one of the houses, 
those amendments shall be printed on 
:he calendar of the other house and 
presented to the members thereof be- 
Fore the bill Is finally voted on by that 
branch of the assembly. 


"Neither of these provisions was com- 


plied with by the general 
assembly, 
which passed the law, and for that rea- 
son the law Is of no effect. The rec- 
ord of the senate for the session of 1901- 
L902, page 995, contains the final vote 
taken on house bill 71, which is the 
capital punishment law and there Is no 
reference whatever to A third and final 
reading, which must be shown If the 
"aw is good. 


"The house Journal for the samp term 
shows that the bill came back to the 
house from the senate, where it had 
been amended, and on pages 1161 und 
Il62, the vote on the amendments is 
shown, the vote on the title as amended 
and the vote on the bill as amended 
On page 1162 Is the record of a mo-i 
tion to tha effect that the amendments 
of the senate were printed on the hoi^e 
calendar, and • the record of a motio'i 
that they were not so printed, but thorn 
Is nothing to show which motion passed 
if either. This shows that there waa 
some dispute about that requirement 
of the constitution and raises a douht 
of the law's constitutionality to say the 
Uast. 


"Further on the record, however, on 
pagei 1164 to 1167, inclusive, is set forth 
the report of the committee of the whole 
containing 
the senate amendments, 
which at that time were ordered print- 
ed In the minutes of the house or tha 
calendar as It is called. 


"Thus 
the records show that th» 
amendments-were not read and printed 
until after the bill had been finally 
passed, and the members of the house 
did not get a chance to read the amend- 
ments until the day following the final 
passage of the bill, instead of before its 
passage, as required by the constitu- 
tion. 


"It has been said that we should have 
raised the question of the law's consti- 
tutionality before th« supreme court, 
Instead of taking It before the gov- 
ernor," continued Mr. Dolph," but I will 
say BO far as that Is concerned that ws 
could not have raised the point In the 
supreme court because we did not raise 
It in the lower court. The time for us 
to raise it here wai passed before we 
learned the defect In the law, and -wo 
had to take the matter before the gov- 
ernor or see a legal crime committed 
and a man hung under a. worthless 
law."

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A DANGEROUS INTERFERENCE.

HE COMMUTATION of a death sentence in Colorado 


to life imprisonment cannot be regarded otherwise 
than as a defeat of the ends of justice. In the case 


to which reference is made there is no reasonable doubt 
whatever as to the guilt of the accused, and none is al- 
leged to exist The action pf the strie board of pardons 
is baaed solely on a technicality which has not been 
proved to exist, and the element of justice is in no way 
involved. 


The question of lynching in the United States has 


become one of national importance and one which Is de- 
manding prompt solution. It is the practically unanimous 
opinion of those who have given any thought whatever 
to the question, including members of mobs and distin- 
guished jurists, that the first great preventive of lynching 
is to establish the fact that LAW is supreme, prompt, 
and certain in its operation as well as adequate in its 
penalties. 


When capital punishment was restored in Colorado 


after a disastrous period of experiment,'the intention of 
the legislators was clear and their action was supported 
by <he majority of the people of the state. 


But it is worse to have the law on the statute books 


and to have it inoperative than it would be to have milder 
laws rigidly enforced. It is true that this argument was 
used by the opponents of capital punishment during the 
extended discussion when the bill was before the legisla- 
ture. The reply was made that the same conditions ap- 
plied to a sentence of life imprisonment, for so long as 
there was a board of pardons whose natural sympathies 
might lie appealed to, sentences would be reduced and 
pardons granted, BO that nothing had been added to the 
certainty of fixed penalty when capital punishment was 
abolished. 


There is no vlndictiveness in tho demand for the exact 


carrying out of penalties prescribed by law and fixed by 
the courts. Tie adequate punishment of crime is de- 
manded not for the sake of the punishment but for the 
protection of the individual and the community. 
The 


danger resulting from a miscarriage of justice is twofold: 
first, it encourages those who are of criminal tendencies 
to believe that they may escape the penalty for crime; 
and, 
second, it rouses the feeling that vengeance musk 


be taken by individuals for the sake of self-protection. 


We do not mean to intimate that there is, or waa at 


any time, any demand for summary vengeance in the 
case of Harvey King. 
What we mean to emphasize is 


the fact that unless some adequate measures are taken 
to counteract the effect of the commutation of King's 
sentence, when the next atrocious crime is committed in 
the state of Colorado the King case will be recalled and 
there will be a double incentive to mob violence. 


BISHOP FOWLER AND MORMONISM. 
O 


NCE again the note of alarm has been sounded upon 


the Mormon question. This time it is by Bishop 
Charles Ij. Fowler of the Methodist Episcopal church. 


He told a Kansas City gathering of Methodists that in 


a few years the1 Mormon church would have a deciding 
voice in the politics of Utah, Colorado, New Mexico and 
Wyoming. Thjs JB true so far as Utah iy concerned today. 
But with the rest of the states it is about as uplikely as 
it is to say that the Populist party will once more return 
to power and become an important factor in the politics 
of these western states. 


The Mormon church, it is true, is doing missionary 


work in the east as well as in. the west but its results as 
a whole are pitiably small. 
Indeed, there are not as 


many persona converted to Mprmonism in the state of 
Colorado in a single year as are brought into the other 
t-hurches in Colorado Springs alone. So far then as this 
ratio can be kept up—and there is not the slightest reason 
to believe that it will be otherwise—there is no grave 
danger to be apprehended from the polygamous sect of 
Utah. 


It has become the fashion to discourse at length before 


eastern gatherings upon the Mornion peril and menace, 
but those of us who live close to the fountain head of 
Mormonism know that while it is proselyting with great 
energy it is not achieving results commensurate with the 
sffort it Is putting forth. 


But it by his discussion of the subject Bishop Fowler 


is able to secure a larger appropriation for missions in 
tho west, perhaps it will not have been in vain, but it 
must be maintained that his views upon the situation are 
exaggerated. 


RELIGIOUS NEEDS OF THE FILIPINOS.

HEN one of tho greatest natural orators that the 


world has ever produced stood in the Acropolis 
and said, "Ye men of Athens, I perceive that in 


all things ye are too superstitious," he proceeded to take 
advantage pf a fundamental belief, not necessarily false 
but only incomplete, as a basis for a structure of truth 
"Whom ye ignorantly worship," proceeded Paul, "him de- 
clare I unto you." 


This is the principle upon which American Protestantb 


are urged to proceed in the Philippine islands by those 
most familiar with prevailing conditions. Naturally re- 
ligious, the Filipino has had training in forms and cere- 
monies which he scrupulously observes even when his 
education has given him little insight into their, real sig- 
nificance. In regularity pf church attendance he puts to 
shante the American and English residents of Manila, in 
eluding even those who have professed Christianity 
Moreover, in his simplicity, he finds it hard to compre 
liend the Protestant denominational factions, each claim 
Ing to worship one true God, yet each prescribing a di[ 
ferent route to Heaven, 


In his stage Qf development symbolism is of great valui 


and to deprive him of that at present would doubtlesi 
leave him groping in the dark. 


Disregarding wholly the question of motives, there can 


be no doubt that the Spanish friars were in general thor 
oughly discredited aJSWg the natives and that with th 
exception of a ppssible small percentage they "failed ti 
Instill the abiding principles pf any true religion- Only 
the observance of outward forms was secured, and thi 
fact ebpujd £e. recognized and rightly utilized both b; 
datholic and Protestant religious workers Jn the islands 
Work must be done not among a people without religion 
not among £ people with false religion, but among a peopl 
whose religion is not yet developed.

ANAMA has at last supplied the Democrats with 


their long-sought issue. It isn't much, to be sure 
but it will furnish that party with an opportunity 


to abuse the administration, condemn its recognition of the 
infant republic, and provide a text for the opportunists in 
congress to mouth, and stride, and declaim on the villainy 
of the whole proposition. 


Panama is a perfect godsend to the Democracy. With 


Bryan shouting defiance among the tombs of his departed 
frenzy, Cleveland sparring for position, Gorman waving 
the black flag of negro Domination, Teller hinting at tariff 
reform and the solid south open-mouthed, waiting to shout 
at the wink of any recognized leader on any issue under 
leaven, Panama comes to the front in time to give every 
one of the belated and demoralized outfit a chance to uni- 
fy and get together. 


But as usual the business sense and business interests 


of the country, and of the world, are against that party's 
attitude. It has ever been thus. The march, of progress, 
he commercial and maritime interests of Europe, quite 
as much as those of the United States, will be immeas- 
urably benefited by the completion of a transisthmian 
:anal. For this reason England, Germany, and France 
are standing aloof in the. crisis. Th,is country is under- 
aking a work of inestimable value to them in promoting 
the canal. Hence little is to be apprehended from Euro- 
iean intervention. Anyhow the aegis of the Monroe doc- 
rine is over it all. 


From now on. Panama becomes a slogan of the Democ- 


acy. 
Such expressions as "unwarranted interference," 


indecent haste," "a mighty nation conniving at territorial 
ggrandizement," will become stock phrases with its ora- 
ors. But they will run their erratic course like the dls- 
redited battle cry of 16 to 1. 


In the meantime the unanswerable presentation of 


acts by Secretary Hay as to the law and logic of this 
overnment's action in the affair, will have convinced the 
ober minded and patriotic among our people of the cor- 
ectness of our position. 


And the Republican administration of Theodore Roose- 


elt will proceed unhindered in Its work of advancing clv- 
Ization despite the efforts of the reactionists in the Demo- 
ratio party. 


TELLER AND THE TREATY. 


ENATOR TELL-ER'S notion that the entire tariff 


question will be reopened when the Cuban recl- 
procity treaty comes up for approval in congress 


s probably a mistaken one. 


There js not the slightest reason why there should 


ie a general discussion and overhauling of the tariff at 
his particular time. Indeed, such a debate with all of 
he uncertainties which follow it would be • very unwise, 
either from a political, business or economic standpoint. 


The country is in no condition to be burdened with 


ariff revision. Just now most men are doing business 
at a reasonable profit; the outlook for future trade is 
good. 
But to havo a tariff debate and a revision of 


chedules will necessarily cause a rearrangement of busi- 
ness all over the country, the withholding of contracts 
until men know definitely Just what articles will cost 
hem, 
and general stagnation of trade. 


So far as Colorado is concerned, this state does not 


ask or require any revision of the tariff on account of 
he sugar beet or any other industry. 
The provisions 


n the reciprocity treaty would not cause the closing 
down of a single factory or the production of a single 
on less of beets than is now the case. The Industry can 
land the provisions of the new treaty. 
Furthermore, 


Colorado, like the rest of the country, wants buslnegj 
ertainty rather tnan uncertainty, for Colorado is pros- 
perous when the rest of the country is prosperous. 


Let us hope, therefore, that Senator Teller is a mistaken 


irophet when he announces that the entirq tariff question 
s likely to be opened in Washington this winter. 


THE REPUBLIC OF PANAMA. 


P 


ROMPT recognition by the United States of the de 


facto government of Panama is not Pnly abun- 
dantly justified, but was demanded by the dr- 


ums, lances. 


Independence pf the isthmus ia an established fact, 


he prpvisional government Js in charge of the admlnis- 
ratlon of affairs, the Colombian troops have -withdrawn 
rom both Colon and Panama, peace and good order 
irevail. 


The interests of the isthmus both at the present time 


and in future development are BO utterly and entirely 
separate and distinct from those of the mountain regions 
of Colombia that there are practically no ties between 
he people of Panama, and the government at Bogota. 
But Irrespective of the merits of the controversy as be- 
ween Panama and Colombia, the fact, attested by the 
unimpeachable testimony of American officers on the 
sthmus, that the ne\y government is in actual control 
and without substantial opposition, demands Official rec- 
ognition by the United States in accordance with wellr 
istabllshed usage. 


As tp the future there can be no difference of opinion, 


The revolution, brought about without bloodshed, is d 
tinctly in the interest of civilization. Whatever allega- 
tions may be made that the revolution was instigated or 
promoted by the United States, the consensus of the 
world's opinion will find expression in the comment of 
the Frankfurter Keitung which declares: "It is not strik- 
ing, 
nor does it give occasion for political excitement 


that a great and mighty 'state will not permit itself to 
be thwarted in }ts civilizing work through the stub- 
bornness of a land three-fourths barbaric." 


The firm establishment of the new Republic of Pan- 


ama means the construction of the Panama canal, anc 
its completion and operation under conditions whlcl 
preclude interruption of the work through political dlsr 
turbances on the isthmus.

The Democratic leadership is a posi- 
tion of no great responsibility, btit of a vast amount of 
tribulation. 
It is his particular province to object to 


everything which the majority proposes, to get as much 
Lime as he can for speeches against the program, and 
then to -vote "no." 
Unfortunately the Democracy are 


not always agreed that everything proposed by the Re- 
publicans is bad and it will be the duty of Mr. Williams 
tp whip all his colleagues Into line~"for the sake of party 
regularity."

TRIUMPHANT AMERICAN DIPLOMACY.

EVER in the world's history have the foreign af- 
fairs of any nation been conducted with greater 
brilliancy and at the same time more consummate 


act than the administration of the state department of 
he United States by John Hay. 


American rights have been asserted, principles estab- 


ished, prerogatives preserved and the nation brought 
nto' full recognition as a world power in the highest 
ense, in a way that has won not only the respect, but 
he admiration, of the nations of the world. 


One achievement has followed another in such rapid 


uccession tl»at it has scarcely been possible to cem- 
irehend the results and significance of one diplomatic 
riumph "before another has been accomplished. 


And it has all been done in such a way that there has 


ieen no resulting antagonism. 
So sound have been the 


irinclples on which the action of the United States in 
ach instance has been based, so carefully has each 
ihase of the procedure been considered, that the cul- 
mination in every case has been not only a logical conse- 
quence, but the only possible outcome. The only course 
eft open to other nations has been acquiesence and in- 
deed approval. 


Even the settlement of the vexed Alaskan boundary 


dispute, which caused such bitter comment in Canada, 
had general British approval, and Canadian resentment 
was directed less against the United States than against 
Great Britain. But felicitations over this unquestioned 
victory for American diplomacy were not concluded be- 
ore it was realized that in the Panama situation another 
diplomatic triumph had been secured. 


The statement of Secretary of State Hay, as published 


U the Gazette of Saturday, was so clear, so Incontro-, 
rertible, as to leave no doubt in any reasonable mind of 
he absolute correctness of every-step that had been 
taken.

The whole isthmian canal questioij had seemed in- 


volved in a fog of complications' threatening intermin- 
ible delay or an abandonment of a practicable project 
or one presenting almost 
insurmountable obstacles. 


Reports of the failure of the Hay-Herran treaty with 
Colombia were received first with incredulity, then with 
dismay. The dilemma seemed almost impossible of go- 
utipn. Suddenly the fog was dispelled: there was the 
ndependent Republic of Panama, its government in the 
mnds of prominent and thoroughly responsible citizens, 
ts administrative authority unquestioned, 'its willingness 
and ability to fulfill all treaty obligations abundantly 
manifest 
There-too, was Secretary John Hay, with the 


United States position so thoroughly established and so 
abundantly justified that from Great Britain, Germany 
and even Prance came prompt approval of the American 
course. 


And the only danger is lest we take these results too 


much as a matter of course and forget the tribute of 
praise and honor due to the administration and the 
man who has accomplished them. 


THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S message to the extra ses- 
sion of the 58th cong.kas is a strong an4 cqncige state- 
ment of natjpna} duty to the Cuban republic. 


The mutual advantages and necessities of,close rela- 


tions are forolbl* presented, and it is pointed out that 
Cuba, in the matter of the concession pf naval stations, 
ha.s fulfilled her obligations tp this country. She is there- 
fore entitled to the utmo»t good faith in qur treatment of 
her in return. 


In addition to this obligation, the president declares 


that the reciprocity treaty is demanded on consideration 
of broad national policy ag well as by our economlq 
interest. 


The declaration that the treaty will do no harm to any 


industry is now conceded aa a fact by many who formerly 
opposed the reduction of the tariff on Cuban sugar on the 
ground that it would injure the beet sugar industry of the 
west. Prominent manufacturera of beet sugar now share 
the view of the president that the effect, if any, will he so 
Blight as to be practically imperceptible. The acreage of 
the sugar beet fields in the wept will nqt be reduced by 
one acre nor the profit tp vanchraftn. py farmer in any way 
impaired, as a result of the pending legislation. 


The general tariff question is in no way involved in the, 


treaty nor should tt be opened for discussion. 


The clear and explicit statement l£ the president should 


result in prompt ratification ot the treaty by congress 
for it is demanded both by national honor and nations! 
interests.

PROF, KEISEY AND HIS MISSION.

HE lecturs by Prof. Francis W. Keleey tonight In 


Perkins hall on "Recent Discoveries in Ppmpell," 
should attract a large and appreciative audience. 


Prof. Kelaey is secretary of the American Institute of 
Archaeology, and his lecture on Pompeii trill serve to in- 
troduce him and his mission to the people of Colorado 
Springs. 


The object of his visit at this time is to establish an 


affiliated society of the institution of which he is a dis- 
tinguished and cultured member. Colorado particularly, 
of all the Htatea west of the Mississippi, should be pro- 
foundly interested in the subject of archaeology if for no 
other reason than that there lie within her borders some 
of the most remarkable and mysterious monuments of 
pre-Columbian civilization on the continent. 


The story of a wonderful past, so far as it concerns 


Colorado, Arizona and New Mexico, yet remains to be told 
by the unmistakable language of its monuments and the 
migrations of its teeming population, and to arouse in- 
terest in this work is the mission and purpose of Prof. 
Kelsey at this time. 


Considerable has already been accomplished by men 


like Prof. F. W. Putnam of Peabody museum, at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., the late Dr.. Daniel G. Brinten, Prank Ham- 
Iton Gushing and pther scientists, to say nothing pf the 
researches into the fascinating problems' of American 
ethnology which hare been made possible through the 
munificence of Morris K. Jessup. The Smithsonian In- 
stitution, too, through its representatives in ths Held, has 
added to our all too scanty fund of information,upon the 
subject. Yet much remains to- be accomplished. 


No more fascinating study is presented to the consid- 


eration of American archaeologists and ethnologists than 
.ho solution of the origin of primitive man in this coun- 
try. 
The preservation of the ruins of the homes and 


cities of the cliff dwellers in this region, of the Aztecs 
n Mexico and the Mayas in Yucatan, is a. work which 
commends itself to every scientist interested in the be- 
ginning of human life on this hemisphere. 


American students and explorers have uncovered the 


wonders of Nippur, are delving on the sites of ancient 
cities in Greece, and have contributed of their labor and 
alent towards unfolding the story of civilization in Egypt 
before Abraham went forth from Ur of the Chaldees. And 
the question arises, "Why wander ,so far afield?" Why 
not devote some attention towards the vexed problem of 
that early civilization w.hlch existed in the valleys and 
upon the table lands of Colorado and her sister states to 
he south? 


No greater field for archaeological exploration and re- 


search is presented possibly in the .whole world. It is 
Prof. Kelsey'a mission to arouse interest in this work and 
we trust that his efforts will be crowned with abundant 
success.

GOVERNMENT STUDIES 


IN TONGPAH DISTRICT 


AN INTERESTING PUBLICATION 


DEVO JED TO NEW MINING RE- 
GION IN NEVADA. 


Since the discovery in 1SOS of the 


Klondike gold field no other El Dorado 
has attracted moi'e public attention than 
has the Nevada mining camp in To- 


i nopah. By reason of Its rapid develop- 


ment and the richness ot its ores it 
has for two years been a center of in- 
terest to the entire country. The camp 
has been systematically studied during 
the past summer by the United States 
Geological survey. The work was car- 
ried on by Mr. J. E. Spun-, who has 
already made investigations and stud- 
. iet> in Tonopah in the latter part of the 
season of 1902 and during the succeed- 
ing winter. 
The work of the geological survey in 
this camp is of especial interest on ac- 
count of the complicated geologic con- 
ditions, which render an exposition of 
the geological principles controlling the 
occurrence of the ores'of great practi- 
cal economic value. On this account the 
examination 
has 
be™ 
drawn 
to

sible, 
and 
an 
attempt 
has 
been made to render the informa- 
tion immediately avai'able to the pub- 
lic The workxpf producing the final re- 
port on a district like that of Tonopah, 
Including, as it does, careful study, 
soinpariaon n4 tiompositlon toy the au- 


thor, the investigation of a thousand or 
more thin sections of rocks under the 
microscope, the preparation of the Il- 
lustrations, .the engraving and litho- 
graphing of the maps, requires several 
months and can hardly be completed 
sooner. 
Since, however, the min- 


ing public Is very anxious to obtain 
some information concerning this dis- 
trict before this final report can be 
accomplished, the director of the sur- 
vey has authorized Mr. S purr to Issue 
a preliminary report embodying In a 
few pages the gist of his conclusions 
up to the present time and including 
a copy of the geological map, repro- 
duced In black :ind white for the sake 
of quick publication. It is believed that 
by the use of this map and the accom- 
panying text great help will be afforded 
to those who are prospecting in the 
Tonopah district. 
This 
preliminary 


bulletin, it is expected, will be ready for 
distribution in a few weeks. 


When Mr. Spurr visited Tonopah In 
the fall of 1902, he brought, away with 
him numerous samples of the country 
rock. 
During last winter jie devoted 
a large part of nig time to misroscopio 
study of these samples. The result of 
his laboratory and field investigations 
—far-fetched and remote from practi- 
cal ends as some of them may seem— 
are conclusions of direct economic Im- 
portance. It Is now clear to htm that 
development work in certain parts of 
the Tonopah district would be unprofit- 
able, and, on the other hand, he has 
reason to believe that work In other 
parts might be attended with success. 


The outcropping veins of the region 


occur in a very •small rectangular area, 
bounded on nil sides by faults. Wltain 


this area the veins He. In a volcanic 
rock—andeslte. 
After the veins were 


formed (during a period of volcanic 
activity) the andesite and the veins 
were covered by later volcanic IO 
among them other andeoltes.' 
These 


later rocks occupy nearly all the dis- 
trict except the 
small - area above 
noted and another close by. Wherever 
the surface exposes them alone the exis- 
tence or amount of underground wealth 
can" hardly be ascertained without ex- 
haustive underground exploration. But 
there are certain important fa.vorfe.ble 
and unfavorable circumstances notec 
b.y Mr. Spurr, certain recommenda- 
tions and discouragements laid down by 
him, that ought to jislst in the prose- 
cution of intelligent und economical ex- 
ploration. The later volcanic rocks, foi 
example, including most of the hills 
of the district, are classed as unfavora- 
ble; a certain jindeslte Outer nndcsite) 
as favorable: the vicinity ot faults as 
undesirable, etc. The niaps accompany- 
ing the report make these recommenda- 
tions intelligible and enable property 
owners and prospective Investors to 
gain some idea of the relative probabili- 
ties In different parts of the field. Also 
some general conclusions are added 
which will surely influence in a large 
way the shaping of plans for develop- 
ment. 


The position of the early andesite 
away from the outcrops rtin be foretold 
to only a limited and uncertain extent, 
for in dealing- with a complex of vol- 
canic flows and dikes like that in Tono- 
pah there is no rule which governs their 
distribution and by which their posi- 
tion in an unknown locality can al- 
ways be defined with certainty. There- 
fore the prospecting should be done 
cautiously and the district should be de- 
veloped from the .known region as a 
center: thus little by little a greater 
knowledge of the geological detail will 
be gained. On account of the lack of 
certainty of results in this work, in 
many cases it would probably be more 
economical, both of time and money, 
to explore with a diamond drill rather 
than with shafts. 


The ef.rS'er andesite once located, 


the question of firi>1iiig; the veins re- 
mains, and after that the pay ore is to 
be found In the veins. The geological 
evidence indicates a large amount of 
vein formation. 
Probably much the 
arger portion of the veins will be rela- 
tively barren quartz. Shoots. Chimneys, 
or irregular bunchen of rich ore may 
be expected at a considerable depth. 
These quartz veins, occurring in Ter- 
tiary andesite and carrying sliver and 
gold, are analogous to those of the Corn- 
stock district in Nevada and the Pa- 
chuca district in Mexico. Judging from 
these districts it Is possible that in 
depth a rather larger proportion of the 
baser metals, such as copper, and pos- 
sibly lead and zinc (although no'traces 
of the last two have as yet been found 
n the veins), may come in, and that 
the values in gold and silver may de- 
crease somewhat. This, however, if it 
happens, should do so at considerable 
depth.

HENRY E. CLEWS FINDS MUCH 


THAT IS REASSUBINO IN PRES- 
ENT 
CONDITIONS IN 
WALL 


STREET. 


New York, Nov. 9.—The weekly fi- 


nancial review by Henry B. Clews & 
Co., is in part as follows; 


Speculative conditions in the stock 
market show moderate improvement 
and Increasing resisting powers. Confi- 
dence revives slowly, but there is a 
marked absence of the unsettling ru- 
mors which affected 
the stability of 
values during the last two or three 
months. Now that the weakest spots 
n the situation have been eliminated, 
:he market is more likely to be under 
the Influence of natural conditions and 
ts future to be more safely gauged by 
ordinary judgment. High grade securl- 
.ies have already shown a, fair recovery 
jut their further improvement Is tem- 
porarily impeded by the monetary out- 
ook and by the pernicious effect on the 
jeneral market caused by the excessive 
weakness In the United States Steel 
shares. 


"During the next few weeks good 
•ates for money are likely to prevail, 
md it is quite conceivable that occa- 
lonal flurries may bo encountered 
meanwhile. 


The efflux at this time has been un- 
doubtedly augmented by shipments to 
trengt-hen western financial Institu- 
ions; hence, while the heavy liquidanon 
if last summer has saved the money 
market from the strain that was feared 
arlier in the year, other demands which 
could not have been forseen ar* Impos- 
ng themselves, and these effectually 
prevent easy rates. 
"The only source of relief to the mone- 
ary situation in case of stringency Is 
n gold imports. Europe Is rather dis- 
posed to retain surplus funds, although 
,he best opinion is that If New York 
needs gold it will come. That is assur- 
ng 
and 
probably 
true. 
Our 
'or»lgn trade movement 
is grow- 
ng 
more 
favorable 
to 
gold 
mports, for the reason that ' exr 
ports hitherto backward are increasing 
vhile imports are decreasing. The lat- 
ter is a new feature, the result of de- 
iression-here and a lessened demand 
'oMuxuries, and is having the effect of 
decreasing national revenue at a time 
when national expenses are at high- 
water mark. 
"Railroad earnings continue satisfac- 
tory, both groan and net, although de- 
creases in the latter grow more fre- 
quent. Bank clearings for several weeks 
lave been showing declines of 15 to 20 
aer cent compared with last year, the 
iea-viest shrinkage, of course, being In 
the eastern financial centers, while the 
western cities still continue to show 
gains over last year. 
A conservative 


policy seems general in business circles. 
"As already intimated In these ad- 
vices, the market shows a tendency to 
differentiate, the high grade securities 
cutting away from the bad. A fair re- 
covery has been made, and now much' 
depends upon monetary developments. 
Stringent money would probably mean 
cheaper stocks, and vice versa. Inter- 
national politics may have a slight ef- 
fect upon the world's security markets, 
but the danger of an outbreak in the 
far east is not immediate. In our own 
political situation there is also nothing 
to. cause uneasiness. Congress will do 
little or nothing until after the presi- 
dential election a. yeap. hence, and no 
disturbance need be expected from that 
quarter. One of the most Important un- 
certainties is the northern securities 
case, a decision being expected from 
the United States supreme court in De- 
cember. Upon this decision some most 
important financial operations will cer- 
tainly depend.

The site of the mill is near the Gold 


Bug mine, half a mile below the Viv- 
andlere. The object is to accommodate 
the Gold Bug ore and have the mill 
easily accessible from all parts of the 
district. 
The present capacity of the 
mill will be fifty tons per day but the 
plan is such that it may be enlarged 
at any time that may be necessary. 


The building of this mill marks a 
new era In the district and if it proves 
successful in the treatment of the ores 
of the Turret mines it will be the di- 
rect means of ^developing many prop- 
erties.—(Salida Record.

to lay up money than the unskilled 
day laborer. That many thousands of 
soldiers do lay. up money out .of their 
wages Is evidenced by the government 
reports. Under .the law enlisted men 
may deposit their sayings in sums not 
less than $S with paymasters. Upon de- 
posits of not less than ,$BO, remaining 
for six months or longer, Interest is paid 
at 4 per cent. From the report of the 
secretary of war it appears that in the 
fiscal years 1899-1902, Inclusive, the ag- 
gregate of soldiers' deposits reached 
$10,811.086.74. Of this principal $7,974,- 
514.60 was paid soldiers, on .their dis- 
charge, while the interest paid was 
$366,701.02. In this way many thousands 
of steady men had capital with which 
to begin new careers in civil life. The 
numher of separate deposits In 1901 ran 
up as- high as 111,004.—(Philadelphia

employ stamps, concentrating tables 
and cyaniding and will be built on the 
unit system of 20 stamps to the unit. 
In connection -with the deal two com- 
panies have been organized to take 
over the interests of the purchasers, 
the first of which is a development an4 
promotion compatfy with, a capitaliza- 
tion of 51,250,000 and a larger ex- 
ploitation company with a' capitaliza- 
tion of $15,000,000, divided into 15,- 
000,000 shares of common stock, par 
value $1.00 each, along with J5,000,000 
bonds. 
The first company is a sub- 


sidiary corporation formed for the pur- 
pose of hunting out and securing good 
mining properties and industrial ven- 
tures in Mexico and promoting the 
same while the second company is for 
the purpose of developing and exploit- 
ing the properties involved in the $15,- 
000,000 deal which Mr. Mc?31hiney and 
Mr. Peck are closing at this time. This 
latter will- equip the several mines in 
its posession with electric hoists and 
all modern appliances needed in the 
development of the properties. 
The 


scheme also embraces an 
extensive 


plan for unwaterlng the lower horizons 
of these mines thus rendering avail- 
able the immense ore bodies ;hat have 
lain hidden for
